In a report to the President 
and Congress on the Defense )’ro- 
duction Act, McGrath contended 
that the military is still doing its 
buying without proper regard for 
the impact on the civilian econ: 
omy. In an indirect criticism 01 
the civilian mobilization agencies 
under Charles E. Wilson, Mc- 
Grath impiied that these agencies 
are not doing the job of procure- 
ment co-ordination they were as 
signed by the President. 

“The indispensable need,’ Mc- 
Grath said, “is quickly to devise 
and install appropriate machinery 
to bridge the gap between opera- 
tions of the military and the -ivi- 
lian defense agencies.”

He added that “the unpianned 
decisions of Government af<ect- 
ing procurement for defense tend 
to foster monopoly and concen- 
tration and to destroy the small 
and medium-sized business firns 
which are the bulwark of our 
co npetitive economy.”

SFEGER IS FOUND 
GUILTY OF EVADING 
$30,131 IN TAXES 


Sentencing of Creve Coeur 
F arm Machinery Deal- 
er Is Postponed Until 
Jan. 3. 


George J. Seeger, Creve Coeur 


farm machinery dealer, was found 
guilty late yesterday of evading 
$30,131 in income taxes by a 
jury in United States District 
Judge George H. Moore’s court. 
Sentencing was postponed until 
Jan. 3. 

The 69-year-old implement 
dealer was found guilty on the 
three counts on which he was in- 
dicted. He faces a possible pen- 


alty of five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine on each count. 

The jury of 11 men and one 
woman heard testimony for eight 
days and reached a verdict in less 
than 30 minutes. Counsel for 
Seeger, who is at liberty on bond, 
was given until Jan. 14 to file mo- 
tions for a new trial. 

The Government, which began 
an investigation of Seeger’s fi- 
nancial affairs in 1948, charged 
the defendant evaded taxes in 
1945-47, years in which he re- 
ported a total net income of 
$44,113 and paid taxes of $12,- 
812. Internal Revenue agents in- 
troduced evidence showing that 
Seeger’s income for the period 
totaled $87,706, and that he 
agg have paid a tax of $42,- 
44. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Marvin C. Hopper told the 
jury that Seeger remarked to a 
Government agent investigating 
his books, “If you take care of 
me, I’ll take care of you.” The 
attorney said also that the de- 
fendant denied having bank ac- 
counts, or certificates of deposit, 
when questioned by revenue 
agents. Hopper added that See- 
ger’s books and bank records, 
which the agents. discovered, 
failed to balance. 

William Meier, vice president 
of Creve Coeur Farmers Bank, 
testified Seeger and his wife had 
a balance of $34,830 in that bank 
in 1946. Officers of two other 
St. Louis county banks told of 
certificates of deposit to the credit 
of Mr. and Mrs. Seeger in 1945- 
46-47. The Government estimat- 
ed Seeger’s net worth increased 
from $77,000 to $124,000 in the 
period of the alleged tax evasion.

RECORDEAPANSION 
OF ST. LOUIS AREA 


INDUSTRY IN 1991 


Total for 11 Months Ex- 
ceeds 311 Million, Lar- 
ger Than for Any Pre- 
vious Year. 


Industrial expansion in the St. 
Louis area for 11 months of 
1951 totals more than $311,000,- 
000, larger than any total invest- 
ment reported for any entire 
year in the history of the city, 
it was announced today by 
George C. Smith, president of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The 1950 total investment in 
industrial expansion was $94,968,- 
000. The total since the close of 
World War II now stands at 
$698,904,544, although Smith add- 
ed that “the actual but unreport- 
ed value is well in excess of a 
billion dollars.” a 

Smith compared the St. Louis 
total with that of Chicago. “Nor- 
mally, with four times as many 
industries, Chicago reports ap- 
proximately three. and a half 
times as much investment in new 
industrial facilities as is reported 
by St. Louis.” This year the 
Chicago total for the first ten 
months of 1951 stands at $290,- 
000,000. 

“There is. a fair prospect that 
final figures for the year will 
show St. Louis approximately 
equaling Chicago’s investment 
for new facilities throughout the 


St. Louis passed the $300,000,- 
000 mark in late November when 
the Sinclair Refining Co., Hart- 
ford (Ill.), began expansion val- 
ued at $33,620,000 at the Hart 
ford refinery. 

For a basis of comparison, 
Smith pointed out that the St.

Maj. Ambrose H. Nugent; whcse 
wife attends Washington Univer- 
sity and lives in East St. Louis, 
also was on the list of Amer- 
icans held prisoner by the Com- 
munists in Korea. In July 1950, 
the Reds reported he was a pris- 
Oner and had made broadcasts 
over the Communist radio. His 
was the first broadcast attributed 
to an American war prisoner. 


Mrs. Olga Margarete Nugent, 
a German war bride and’ now an 
American citizen, said she has 
received no new telegram from 
the Defense Department about 
her husband’s imprisonment and 
expected none since she had al- 
ready been notified last year that 
he was held a prisoner. 


She is a first-year art stu- 
dent at the university and lives 
at the Beulah Club, Ninth street 
and Ohio avenue, East St. Louis. 
Nugent’s three children by a pre- 
vious marriage live with one of 
his sisters in Merrill, Wisc. 
Must Have Been Tortured. 
Mrs. Nugent reiterated that she 
was certain her husband, an ar- 
tillery officer, must have been 
tortured to make the broadcasts, 
if he did make it. She has 
heard nothing from him direct- 
ly since he was taken prisoner. 
The Army reported that the 
broadcast was made by a man 
speaking in a “tired, halting, 
torneless voice,” who urged Amer- 
ican troops to desert and oppose 
the “capitalist monopolists of the 
United States.” 

Nugent, a soldier and officer 
for 20 of his 41 years, formerly 
was recruiting officer at Cen- 
tralia, Ill. In World War II, he 
served in the Southwest Pacific. 
is rrve appeared as “Nu- 
gesit” on a list of American pris- 
oners given to the United Na- 
tions by Jacob Malik of Russia 
last August.

The supporters of Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh staged their 
“stay-away” strike to prevent 15 
anti-Mossadegh deputies who have 
camped inside the Majlis (Parlia- 
ment) building for two weeks 
from resuming their bitter attack 
against the government on the 
floor of the house.

Capper rose from a teen-age 
seegycent devil to head a publish- 

g empire whose magazine and 
newspapers had a combined cir- 
culation of more than 4,500,000. 

His first job was on the Topeka 
Daily Capital as a typesetter in 
1884. He later became a reporter 
and“then city editor on that paper. 

In 1891 he became a reporter 
for the New York Tribune, and 
in 1892 went to Washington as a 
special correspondent. In 1893 he 
purchased the weekly North To- 
peka Mail, which he afterward 
combined with the Kansas Breeze. 

In 1901 he purchased the Daily 
Capital and always maintained a 
strong interest in it. 

He actively entered politics at 
the age of 47. Defeated by 35 
votes in his first try for the Kan- 
sas governorship in 1912, he came 
back two years later to win by a 
substantial majority. After a sec- 
ond term as governor, he was 
elected to the Senate in 1918. 

In the Senate, as in his news- 
papers, he championed the cause 
of the farmer. In doing so he fre- 
quently deserted Republican reg- 
ulars and aligned himself with the 
insurgents. He supported much 
of the New Deal farm legislation 
advocated by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in the Democratic 
Congress of 1933 to 1935. The 
following year he rolled up a 
comfortable majority for his 
fourth term while Kansas voted 
against its own Republican presi- 
dential nominee, Alf M. Landon, 
and elected a Democratic goy- 
ernor. 

The .Capper-Volstead act was 
the leghl foundation for farmer 
co-operatives. The Capper-Tincher 
act provided for regulation of 
grain exchanges. 

He supported soil conservation 
legislation, parity prices, the Ru- 
ral Electrification Administration 
and the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration. 

During his first term in 1922 
Capper organized the “farm bloc,” 
the first organized effort by agri- 


go to a Kansas City hospital 
at his expense, and his benevo- 
lences in this direction reached 
thousands of unfortunates. He 
also was a governor of Moosehart, 
the children’s home city main- 
tained by the Loyal Order of 
Moose at Moosehart, Il. 

Senator Capper married Flor- 
ence Crawford, daughter, of Sam- 
uel J. Crawford, third governor 
of Kansas. She died in 1926. 

A sister, Mrs. A. L. Eustice of 
Evanston, Ill., is his only living 
close relative. Funeral arrange- 
ments have not been completed. 


RUSSIA EAGER 10 BOOST 
TRADE WITH OTHER NATIONS 


MOSCOW, Dec. 20 (AP) —The 
Soviet Union is eager to trade 
with capitalist nations on a great- 
er scale, a high Soviet trade of- 
ficial wrote yesterday in the 
weekly New Times. 

Mikhail Nesterov, president of 
the All-Union Board of Foreign 
Trade, a leading foreign \ trade 
authority in the U.S.S.R., said 
this country is ready and able to 
sell wheat to nations which must 
import this foodstuff. 

Nesterov wrote that Russia {is 
prepared to export machinery 
and industrial equipment to na- 
tions which want to develop their 
industry. 


HEMORRHAGIC FEVER CASES 
AMONG U.N. TROOPS DECLINING 


TOKYO, Dec. 20 (AP)—Hemor- 
rhagic fever cases among U.N. 
troops in Korea are decreasing 
both in number and severity, 
Allied medical authorities said 
today. 

Army spokesmen said the fatal- 
ity rate has been approximately 
8 per cent, much lower than 
earlier reports indicated. They 
did not disclose the number of 
cases treated. 

The mysterious malady broke 
out last summer. Army doctors 
said it is the same as that which 


hit Japanese troops in Manchuria 
prior to World War II.

In general, the new ordinance 
follows the standard code worked 
out by the Building Officials Con- 


ference of America, Inc. The 
controversial electrical code, pat- 
terned after the standard code 
approved by the National Boara 
of Fire Underwriters, had been 
amended by the Building Com- 
mission in drafting the ordinance.

in about $150,000 annually. 

General purpose of the code is | 
to set up heating, ventilating and 
sanitation requirements and to 
regulate the construction, demo- 
lition, relocation and enlargement 
of buildings with respect to 
quality and safety of materials.

A veteran of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee staff 
refers admiringly to Dulles’s 
management of the Japanese 
treaty as ‘“‘a textbook on what De- 
partment-congressional relations 
ought to be in matters of this 
kind —and usually aren't.” 


Two members of the far east 
subcommittee of foreign relations 
have also devoted a large part of 
the comparatively brief congres- 
sional recess to a personal, on- 
the-spot review of far east 
preblems.

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74 Per Cent Tribute to Mars 


To the Editor cf the Post-Dispatch: 


When paying income tax, Americans 
should remember that most of it is 
tribute to Mars. 

In the last pre-Korean peéace-time 
budget 74 per cent, roughly 31 out of 
42 billion dollars, went to pay costs 
directly chargeable to past wars and 
preparation for a future one. 

Due to rearmament costs a far great- 
er proportion went for the same pur- 
poses in succeeding ones. The Simon 
Legree of the American faxpayer is 
the War God. 

Despite political tom-toms, there is no 
chance for appreciable tax relief except 
by removing the fear of war and cut- 
ting down armaments. 

So long as war is a possibility we 
must be ready for it and must keep our 
allies in shape to help effectively. This 
means dollars to arm them, more dol- 
lars to shore up their economiés when 
armament costs threaten disaster, as in 
the case of Britain, where rearmament 
has undone ail the Marshall plan ac- 
complished. 

Armament costs are bringing disaster 
close to all the free nations, our own as 
well. 

About the only chance for the Ameéri- 
ean taxpayer is organization of the 
world for peace. 

This can be done by authorizing the 
United Nations to submit a code of 
world law to the nations, and after rati- 
fication empowering creating of world 
courts and a world police forcé strong 
enough to enforce the law and prevent 


ar. 
This is feasible. since most wars start 
in a small way and can be prevented by 
quick action. Then, after a trial, relief 
from armament costs will permit a one- 
third or one-half paring of the budget, 
and the American taxpayér ean be sal- 
vaged.

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A Complete Mess 

Missouri's Democratic leaders at Jefferson 
City have only themselves to blame for the com- 
plete mess which has now been made of con- 
gressional redistricting. 

They tried to ram through a partisan Demo- 
cratic bill without regard for the just principle 
of an equal ballot for all voters. The Demo- 
cratic legislators were about to get by with it, 
when the Republicans outsmarted them. The 
bill now may be beyond extrication from its lat- 
est confusion. 

As of today the prospect is that in 1952 this 
state will nominate and elect all its Representa- 
tivés in Congress by statéwide vote. If that hap- 
pens, ‘theré will be no rhyme or reason to repre- 
sentation and the party which carries Missouri 
for President will in all likelihood sweep in its 
entire ticket of 11 Congressmen.

The Republican motivation‘ was little better 
than that of the Democrats. The Legislature’s 
G.O.P. members did not seek to work out fair 
and equal districts either. They sought only to 
improve their position from the disadvantage in 
the number of “Republican” and “Democratic” 
districts which the Democrats tried to create. 

For example, the Republicans were not inter- 
ested, any more in fair representation for the 
fastest growing area in Missouri—St. Louis 
county, long seriously under-represented. 

But the Republicans were the more alert. 
When the State Senate met in “skeleton” ses- 
sion for the formal signing of the bill to redivide 
Missouri’s 13 districts into 11 in conformity with 
the 1950 census, the Republican minority was 
present in greater strength than the Democratic 
majority. 

Senator R. Jasper Smith of Springfield, minor- 
ity leader, denounced the Democratic bill as a 
gerrymander. For the session at least Senator 
Smith was the Senate leader. He had the votes 


on his side to make his stand stick. He and his | 


fellow Republicans contended that the bill con- 
tained a fatal technical defect. They demanded 
that it be sent back to committee. All the Dem- 
ocrats could do was plead that a working ma- 
jority was not present. And so the bill was 
not formally certified, a step required before 
it could be sent to Gov. Smith for signature. 

The partisan bill cannot now be touched in the 
Senate until the Senators go back after their 
recess and that reconvening is set for Jan. 21. 
If the bill does not go to Gov. Smith before that 
date it cannot be effective, March. 18, when pri- 
mary candidates are due to begin filing for seats 
in the next Congress. 

Hence the dismal prospect that. Missouri’s rep- 
resentation in the national House, beginning in 
January 1953, will be on a statewide party sweep 
basis and not by districts.

There is not the slightest excuse for this mess. 
In 1931 our legislators and then Gov. Henry 5S. 
Caulfield battled to a draw over redistricting as 
required by the 1930 census. The consequence 
was an eiection-at-large in 1932 when the Defno- 
crats elected all 13 Congressmen and Boss Pen- 
dergast began to feel his oats as a state power. 

With that sorry experience in our recent po- 
litical history, any repetition should have been 
carefully avoided. This time, the Democrats can- 
not be sure their party will sweep Missouri. It 
could just be that their partisanship—their lack 
of interest in the independent voter and his 
right to’an equal ballot—may cost them all the 
seats they now hold. 

Yet all that was needed at Jefferson City was 
a disposition to divide Missouri into 11 compact 
districts of approximately equal population so 
each Missouri voter's Voice in Congress would be 
equal to each other voter's voice. 

What a price we may now pay for partisan- 
ship!

3,000,000 Words of Man ° 


That is an exciting project, the six-volume his- 
tory of man which is to be written under the 
sponsorship of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. One of its 
chief purposes will be to correct existing misin- 
formation and national biases. The whole work 
will run to 3,000,000 words, and there will be a 
condensed version in two volumes, with a still 
further condensation into a single volume of 
fewer than 700 pages. 

Misinformation has a sovereign and inde- 
structible quality about it, of which we suppose 
H. L. Mencken’s famous pseudo-history of the 
bathtub is one of the best proofs. It is picked 
up in the synthesis of materials for one after 
another book, given all the impressive authority 
of print, and ground into the consciousness of 
readers by repetition. The stereotypes of preju- 
dice—national, racial, religious, cultural, sec- 
tional and so ad infinitum—are especially apt at 
proliferating and entrenching in these ways. 
Once given its head, a piece of misinformation 
is bothersome to head off. 

Biases are insidious businesses to root out, all 
of us know from observing other fellows’, Self- 
delusion is an ever-present danger, as John Dol- 
lard, professor of human relations at Yale Uni- 
versity, once beautifully pointed out. Mr. Dol- 
lard, who must be known by many ex-service 
men for his “Fear in Battle,” went South some 
years ago to gather material on race rélations. 
He thought he went as an unbiased sociologist 
to observe Southern prejudices, but he found 
that he had gone as a Yankee with pretty typi- 
cal Yankee prejudices. His confession of it 
makes one of the most searching chapters of 
“Caste and Class in a Southern Town” and by 
all odds the most disarming. It was only by dint 
of recognizing these imperfections in himself, 
and constantly striving to compensate for them, 
that Mr. Dollard could observe, listen and write 
with so much objective detachment. 


One of the facts about man which a UNESCO. ° 


sponsored history should surely deal with is the 
fact that in certain cultures war not only is not 
practiced but is beyond imagination. :

Thousands of Améficans will have récollec- 
tions of being the unfortunate messengers who 
carried the yellow telegram or spoke the words 
over the telephone that carried grief deep into 
the heart. World War I, World War II, the ‘war 
in Korea. In “The Human Comédy” William 
Saroyan told about just such an experience. 


For a year ahd a half the messages of killed, 
wounded, missing in action have come across 
the Pacific from Korea. Now, for the first time, 
there is a new kind of message. Families from 
Oregon to Maine to Florida to California are 
notified of the names of relatives who may be 
alive as prisoners of war. They pore over the 
lists of nemes in the newspapers, and so do their 
friends and their neighbors.

Steel Broker Tells How He Built 
$300,000 Business in Two Years 


Informs Senate 


‘Worked Like Machine’ at Phones, Witness 


Group Checking 


Gray Market. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
A youthful Harvard graduate told 
a Senate subcommittee yesterday 
how he built up a $300,000 steel 
brokerage business in two years 
through working at telephones 
“like a machine.” 

Donald Marks, owner of the 
Donald Marks Steel Co. here, tes- 
tified at a hearing conducted by 
Senator Moody (Dem.), Michigan. 
The subcommittee is investigat- 
ing gray market steel operations 
and trying to learn why steel of- 
ten had been tripled in price in 
various channeling from produc- 
ers to end users. 


Marks, who was graduated 
from Harvard in 1945, estimated 
he “had a net income of $30,000 
last year. He said he hought 
steel from “wherever I can.” 

“Every day I sit at my desk 
telephoning over four phunes— 
working like a machine,” he tes- 
tified. “I get up at 6 a.m. and 
work sometimes until 7 or 8 at 
night.” 

He said it was just a matter 


of constant telephoning to locate 
steel and then find buyers. His 
telephone bill was $5000 last year, 
Marks explained. 

The broker said he put $10,500 
into the business when he 
it and that his transactions last 
year amounted to about $300,000. 
He said his average markup was 
about 15 per cent and that with 
one exception his customers all 
were firms using the steel in 
manufacturing. 

The exception, the witness 
said, was Robinson Bros. of De- 
troit, a brokerage firm he fa- 
vored because it allowed him to 
havé steel on an open account 
when he was starting his busi- 
ness. 

Senator Moody was the only 
member of the committee present. 
Similar hearings have been held 
in Pittsburgh, Detroit and Wash- 
ington.

Housing Conditions Bad. 


Everyone admits that the hous- 
ing situation is shocking. It is 
particularly desperate at Casa- 
blanca, where the boom in em- 
ployment is attracting thousands 
of Berbers and Arabs from the 
country. Five shantytowns hous- 
ing a total of 120,000 Moroccans 
have sprung up around the city. 
The shanties are made of sheet 
tin and the slum settlements are 
called “Bidonvilles,” bidon being 
the French word for tincan. 

Gen. Augustin Guillaume, resi- 
dent general of Morocco, said a 
low-cost housing development was 
being planned to replace the Bid- 
onvilles. Tentative plans call for 
30.000 houses costing 12 to 15 
billion francs. 

The nationalists admit that the 
French have undertaken great 
economic projects in Morocco. 
Two irrigation projects under 
construction will add about 300,- 
000 acres of arable land. When 
the Bin El Ouidane hydro-elec- 
tric dam is completed, Morocco 
hopes to produce enough elec- 
tricity for her own expanding 
economy and even be able to ex- 
port some surplus to Algeria. 

ECA Helping Morocco. 

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration is aiding the Bin El 
Ouidane project and is also help- 
ing the development of the Djer- 
ada coal mines and the petroleum 
exploitation and exploration in 
the Rharb plain. Morocco’s min- 
eral wealth is important to West- 
ern defense. For the United 
States’ strategic stockpile, ECA 
has made purchasing agreements 
for lead, manganese, cobalt and 
beryll. Manganese is reserved 
for the French steel industry, 
which requires roughly 300,000 
tons a year, but any metallurgical 
manganese not shipped to France 
is taken by the United States— 
usually about 25,000 tons a year. 

The United States also buys 


chemical manganese. However, 
Morocco’s biggest source of min- 
eral wealth: is phosphates, which 
are shipped all over the world and 
furnish about 20 per cent of the 
total of the country’s exports by 
value. 

In the immediate postwar years 
the at shortage of consumer 
goods fh Morocco made it a ready 
market for American products. 
Later, import and exchange -re- 
strictions were introduced and 
these limitations, together with 
the increasing output of France, 
led to a gradual decline in trade 
with the United States. 

In recent months Morocco has 
tended to increase its trade with 
the western European countries, 
particularly West Gérmany and 
Great Britain, which are its two 
best customers after France.

N my private report to Fred 
Saigh at the end of spring 
training, I told him the’ Car- 
dinals had fair pitching, fair de- 
fense and very poor hitting.

Now this is 
fine fun and a custom to be en- 
couraged, but every homemaker 
knows it is no small matter to 
plan holiday fare for family and 
friends over this long a period. 

Fortunately, she will find a 
complete assortment of very fine 
quality poultry at her c mmand. 
Despite transportation difficulties 
over last weekend (and many a 
man suffered actual physical hard- 
ship in bringing your Christmas 
bird to market over icy highways) 
it appears that fowl will be abun- 
dant. You may pay a few more 
pennies per pound for your Christ- 
mas turkey than you paid for his 
brother at Thanksgiving, but the 
quality will be equally good. Some 
experts predict it even may be a 
little better, since the birds have 
“finished off” a trifle more. There 
will be plenty of the popular 
smaller turkeys, but the 20-pound- 
and-up birds still represent the 
wisest buy if you expect to serve 
many guests. 

And, if you would like one more 
reason for rejoicing, give thanks 
for eviscerated turkeys. Not too 
many years ago preparing the fowl 
for the oven involved a lot of un- 
pleasant and _ time-consuming 
work that is now all done for you. 

Capons, of unusually fine qual- 
ity this season, will cost slightly 
more than turkeys; ducks will 
cost slightly less. Incidentally, 
dealers report that duck sales 
have zoamed over those of last 
year. The reason: The ducks are 
so attractive in appearance that

Add the one-fourth cup 
Sugar gradually and continue 
beating until egg whites are stiff 
and glossy. Gradually fold in 
custard mixture. Pour into an 
unbaked nine-inch pastry shell. 
Sprinkle with chopped nuts. Bake 
in hot over (425 Fahrenheit) for 
ten minutes, then in slow over 
(300 Fahrenheit) 30 minutes 
longer. Remove to rack and cool 
before cutting and _ serving. 
(Cracks appear in the meringue 
topping during the baking, but 
close when the pie cools.) Makes 
one nine-inch pie (six to eight 
servings). 


QUICK THOERG CAKE 
HS SOME YARATON 


No matter how many cake rec- 
ipes you have in the file, there's 


one—especially when that one is 
for a quick cake which can be 
changed into spice cake or marble 
cake by adding only a few extra 


And if you've followed the 
recipe directions for oven temper- 
atures and baking time, trust the 
oven of your range to do a satis- 
factory baking job. Leave the 
oven door closed during the bak- 
ing process—don’t peek at the 
cake before it is done. 

When you're baking cake lay- 
ers, place the two pans at diag- 


onal corners of the oven shelf. If 
the cake is being baked in & sin- 
gle pan, it should be placed in th 
center of the shelf. 
Here’s the recipe for a two egg 
quick cake and its variations. 


Two Egg Quick Cake. 


One and one-third cups sugar. . 
Two and one-half teaspoons 


One teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup shortening. 
Seven-eighths cup milk. 

One and one-half teaspoons va- 


Two eggs, unbeaten. 

Sift flour, sugar, baking pow- 
der and salt into small mixer 
bowl, add shortening, alt but one 
third of the milk and vanilla ex- 
tract, and beat in mixer at low 
speed (speed 2) or vigorously by 
hand for two minutes, scraping 
sides and bottom of bowl occa- 
sionally with rubber scraper. Add 
eggs and remaining milk and beat 
at low speed (speed 2) or vigor- 
ously by hand for one minue. 
Pour into two greased and wax 
paper-lined deep 8x1%-inch bak- 
ing pans and bake in over’ 350 
degrees F. for 30 to 35 minutes.’ 
Cool five minutes and then invert 
cake pans on cake rack and let

Spice Cake. 


Follow recipe for two-egg quick 
cake, sifting one and one-half tea- 
spoons cinnamon, three-fourths 
teaspoon nutmeg, one-fourth tea- 
spoon cloves with flour, sugar, 
baking powder and salt.

COOKIE HOUSE FOR SMALL FRY 
MADE WITH BASIC RECIPE 


A cookie house that will charm 
(the small ones in the family can 
be easily made. The foundation 
of the house is made of card- 
board, covered with confectioners’ 
sugar frosting. Large round 
cookies are decérated to make 
the windows and door, and the 
roof is covered with cutout cook- 
ies of all kinds which have been 


decorated with colored sugars 
and tiny candies. The basic 
recipe yields enough dough to 
make the cookie decorations for 
the house or 96 small cookies. 
Holiday Cookies. 

Let one cup margarine soften 
at room temperature. Sift to- 
gether three cups flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one tea- 
spoon salt and one and one-third 
cups sugar into a bowl. Blend 
in the margarine with a pastry 
blender, add two egg yolks and 
two teaspoons vanilla and mix 
until crumbly. Mould into four 
balls. Roll out on floured waxed 
paper, cut into shapes and bake 
on a greased cookie sheet in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) 8 to 
10 minutes.

Baked Stuffed Apples. 


Wash and core apples. Pare 
one-third down from stem end. 
Place in shallow baking dish. 
Make a syrup by boiling equal 
amounts of sugar and water 10 
minutes. Cover bottom of baking 
dish with syrup. Mix together two 
cups soft enriched yeast-raised 
bread crumbs, two tablespoons 
cinnamon, one-fourth cup each 
brown sugar, raisins and melted 
butter or margarine. Stuff apples 
with mixture and sprinkle re- 
maining mixture over top of ap- 
ples.

A fool proof icing that is nei- 
their too soft nor too hard is one 
that many cooks hope to achieve. 
This is possible with cream cheese 
as @ basis. This frosting is ex- 
cellent on devil’s food, layer or 
spice cakes, gingerbread, or for 
that matter any cake. The proper 
proportion of cream cheese to 
milk to confectioners’ sugar is 
the secret of its spreading con- 
sistency. 

Here is the basic recipe plus 
some variations: 

Vanilla “Cream Cheese” Frosting. 

One 3-ounce package cream 
cheese, one tablespoon milk. 

Two and one-half cups sifted 
confectioners’ sugar. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla.

SEOUL, Dec. 20 (AP)—Chinese 
Reds are using a new kind of 
propaganda on the Korean war 
front—Christmas stockings. 

The United States Eighth Army 
said cheese cloth stockings full 
of Christmas cards, cheap pres- 
ents, and invitations to surrender 
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ew being “delivered” by the 
s. 


Most are brought across the 
lines by Korean farmers, Others 
are sneaked across ‘and left where 
Allied troops can find them. 

A typical stocking shown to 
correspondents contained a hand- 
kerchief, a wooden cigarette 
holder, a Christmas card with a 
lilting verse, a safe conduct pass 
urging Allied soldiers to sur- 
render, a lapel pin “peace dove,” 
and a variety of pictures. 

The pictures were designed to 
contrast the hardships of war in 
Korea with the luxuries, of life 
im the United States. One showed 
happy citizens lolling in Florida 
sunshine, and half-frozen marines 
marching in last year’s Hungnam 
evacuation. 


Another showed the grim face 
of a Marine as photographed by 
Life magazine’s Dave Duncan. In 
contrast was an American beer 
advertisement showing a family 
_gathered around a loaded dinner 
‘table on Christmas day. 
| Under the family group was 
| this caption: “Those who love you 
'want you back home safe and 
‘sound. Find a way out. It is no 
| disgrace to quit fighting in this 
unjust war.’ 

This is the verse that appeared 
on one of the Christmas ¢ards:

taxes it really should pay. Only 
one farmer in four pays any 
taxes at all. As.a whole France's 
farmers pay only one per cent 
of their income in taxes. 


Yet theoretically France pays 
32 per cent of its gross national 
product in taxes, compared with 
34 per cent in Britain and only 
25 per cent in the United States. 


In Italy nobody knows how 
‘much ought to be collected in 
}taxes. This year, for the first 
‘time, Italians are being compel- 
| led—theoretically—to make in- 
come tax returns instead of wait- 
‘ing to be assessed. Evasion is 
the rule. 


Advocates of the “economic in- 
tegration” and “political unifi- 
cation” of western Europe should 
be required to study the differ- 
ences between the tax systems 
now in force in wgstern European 
countries. Establishment of a uni- 
form tax system is one of the 
obvious requirements in the case 
of even modified integration. 
Different Fiscal Setups. 


At the present moment no two 
western European countries have 
the same fiscal system and some 
of their systems are completely 
different. 


Britain for example collects 57 
per cent of its taxes in “direct 
taxes” such as income taxes and 
death duties; the rest is drawn 
in indirect taxes such as stamp 
taxes and internal revenue 
charges on cigarettes, 


Italy gets only 20 per cent 
of its income in direct income 
taxes and 80 per cent in stamp 
taxes and so forth. 

Belgium collects only 25 per 
cent of its gross national product 
in taxes — theoretically — while 
Britain takes 34 per cent and | 
France — theoretically —32 per 
cent, The American figure is 25 
per cent. 

In Britain the figures’ may be 
pretty accurate. In France and 
Italy and even in Belgium, a 
notorious land of non-taxpayer, 
the figures for “gross national 
product” and for the percentage 
of it paid in taxes are not taken 
very seriously. 


HIGH OIL YIELDS REPORTED 
PROM COLORADO SHALES 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Bu- 
reau of Mines says that some 
Colorado oil shales have yielded 
up to 75 gallons of oil a ton. The 
bureau reported on studies of 16 
oil shale samples from the Ma- 
hogany ledge, the richest part of 
the Green river formation near 
Rifle, Colo. 

It said the dark brown shales 
assayed 75 gallons of oil a ton 
and the grey brown 10.5 gallons 
a ton. “With an average oil 
yield of about 30 gallons a ton 
of shale, this is considered the 
most suitable section for com- 
mercial exploitation,” the bureau 
said. 

It estimated that the Mahogany 
ledge shale bed covers an area 
of 1000 square miles and repre- 
sents an oil reserve of 100 bil- 
lion barrels or about three times 
the petroléum that is recoverable 
from present methods from wells 
in the nation’s proved oil fields. 
The entire Green river forma- 


'|tion extends for about 16,500 
\square miles in Utah, Colorado 


and Wyoming.

chief United Nations: armistice 
negotiator said today that he does 
not know what the Allies will do 
if they confirm that the Commu- 
nists have murdered their war 
prisoners—“but I do know what 
we would like to do.” 

V. Adm. C. Turner Joy, the 
man in charge of the U.N. team, 
accused the Communists of stall- 
ing throughout the armistice ne- 
gotiations and of trying to whittle 
down the U.N. forces in Korea 
by. refusing to agree to troop ro- 
tation during an armistice. 

Joy answered 10 questions by 
this correspondent. The ques- 
tions are those which correspond- 
ents are most frequently asked 
by the G.I.s, and Joy replied to 
them as if he were addressing the 
troops themselves, 

Seeking Return of All. 

Joy was asked a general ques- 
tion about the present truce ne- 
gotiations situation. 

“We are trying to do every- 
thing possible to insure the safest 
and quickest return of ALL our 
men who were taken prisoner,” 
he replied. 

“It Pvill take time because the 
Communists for reasons best 
known to themselves have always 
been reluctant to agree to what 
is obviously fair to both sides.”

partment files fully in the 

House investigation of “graft 
- ‘and corruption in the Bureau of 
' Internal Revenue.” 

' 3. “Refusal of the President 
to make available vital files of 

. the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation relating to the pro-Com- 

_munist activities and sympa- 

| thies of certain persons on the 
payroll of the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

4. “Road block erected by the 
Administration to prevent the 
joint Senate investigating com- 
mittee from obtaining the real 
facts leading to the ouster of 
Gen. MacArthur.” 

Kem said he protested directly 
to Secretary of Defense Lovett 
when the prisoner of war atroci- 
ties were first announced in Ko- 
rea by Col. James M. Hanley. 

He said Lovett sidestepped and 
evaded direct answers as to why 
“facts pertaining to the massacre” 
were withheld from the American 
people for many months. 

In the recent House tax fraud 
investigation, Kem said “the Pres- 
ident dragged his feet” on re- 
quests for Justice Department 
files of prosecution and added: 

“His failure to co-operate fully 


in this matter suggests that he is |

Sr., were sitting around the fire 
at their home, 4 Southridge, 
ben page waiting for the annual 
visit of Santa Claus. The stock- 
ings had been hung by the fire- 
place, the carols had been sung 
and Mrs. Francis had read, as 
was her custom, the familiar 
Christmas poem, “A Visit From 
St. Nicholas.” 

Still no word from Santa. The 
children asked for another story: 
Glancing at her mother, Mrs. 
Francis began to weave the story 
of Mrs. Santa Claus, giving her 
the characteristics of Mrs. Macoy 
and describing some of the holi- 
day tasks of baking cookies and 
preparing presents in which Mrs. 
Macoy had been busily engaged. 

As she went along with the 
story, she introduced a group of 
elves: “Plunky,” who in_ reality 
is Tommy; “Chuckles,” who is 
Lynn; “Gramp,” named for Mrs. 
Francis's late father; “Grimp” 
and “Gromp,” taken from child- 
hood. nicknames of Mrs. Francis 
and her brother, “Great Imp” 
and “Great Romp.” The other 
three elves are “JingO,” “SoancO 
and “PogO,” from characters in 
a column written by Mrs. Francis 
for her college newspaper. 

The next Christmas Eve, Lynn 
and Tommy remembered the 
story and asked their mother to 
tell it again. This time, she em- 
bellished the plot, describing the 
party which the little elves gave 
fbr Mrs. Santa Claus while Santa 
was on his annual reindeer pil- 
grimage over the country. With 
that, it became firmly established 
as a family tradition and Lynn 
and Tommy soon began to tell 
their young playmates about 
Mrs. Santa Claus.

Some Tricks with Spareribs 


They're Good Stuffed, or Even Cooked With Fruit 


By Hoyt Alden 


T’S high time someone broke 
the news to the Little Woman 
that there are more things to 
do with a mess of spareribs than 
boil them with sauerkraut. For 


. that matter, we might as well 


break the news to the man of 
the house (it was bound to get 
out sooner or later anyway) that 
there are more things to be done 
with ribs than just barbecue 


them. 

This is not to say there is any- 
thing wrong with either method. 
They're both good, in modera- 
tioh. But when anyone mentions 
ribs it seems to call to mind one 
or the other. As a result a lot of 
good rib dishes are being neg- 
lected, and a lot of good ribs are 
going uneaten, 

A héa (and inexpensive, if 
that means anything to you these 
days) main dish is spareribs 
stuffed with bread stuffing. Like 
this: 

Select a good-sized, meaty cut 
of spareribs and rub them well 
with garlic, flour, salt and pep- 
per. Make the stuffing and roll 
it inside the ribs. Put it in a hot 
oven to brown, then cover and 
cook slowly for an hour and a 
half. Make a rich brown gravy 
with the drippings, and you've 
got something. 

Now for a good stuffing for 
this sort of thing, let’s proceed 
something as follows: Take a few 
slices of white bread, one or two 
of whole wheat, maybe some 
French bread, and if you happen 
to have it, some cornbread. 
Nothing makes better dressing 
than an assortment of breads, and 
of these nothing addé more than 
the cornbread. Also, see that all 
the bread is somewhat stale. 

Crumble it to about the size 
of marbles. Chop a big onion 
fairly fine and fry it in plenty 
of bacon fat. Put it aside to drain. 
Moisten, but don’t . soak, the 
bread. Mix it together but don’t 

uash it into a spongy mass. 

Then fry it to a good brown in 
some of the bacon drippings. 
Turn it and stir it frequently un- 
til it’s good and brown. Then 
put in the onions and some salt 
and pepper to taste, along with 
a touch of sage and thyme. Don't 
overdo the season unless 

u're huts about the stuff. Now, 

it needs it, moisten the works 
a little, but don't get it too limp 
because it’s going to soak up & 
lot of flavorsome drippings from 
the ribs, and I do mean flavor- 
some. ‘

Sprinkle them with salt and pep-. 


per. Peel four or five apples and 
cover the ribs with slices of raw 
apple and also with a cup of 
boiled, pitted prunes. Sprinkle 
them with a tablespoon Or 80 of 
sugar, then roll them together 
in a neat package. 

Tie a string around the roll to 
hold it, and then brown the 
works in a 425 degree oven, turn- 
ing frequently, When it’s golden 
brown all over, put it in a kettle 
and add a couple of cups of stec 
Gover it and let it cook qui 
slowly for two hours.

CHAPTER 23. 


N the history of religious ex- 

perience, of prophetic vision, of 

zeal for God, of the writing of 
great words, no name is more il- 
lustrious than Isaiah. The book 
which bears his name in the Bible 
contains sublime poetry. Always 
it is written in an exalted tone, 
that of ‘a man who lived intimately 
with the Lord God, whose major 
prophet he was. Its chapters con- 
tain a wonderful prophecy of the 
coming of the Messiah. Isaiah re- 
stated the position of the Chosen 


People in a bewildered world; — 


God had chosen them not out of 
mere fondness, but for the su- 
preme purpose of being His 
teacher .o mankind. 

This incomparable figure of 
prophecy was a Hebrew aristocrat 
who lived at the Court of Jerusa- 
lem, a friend of royalty, a man of 
brains and a reformer. In unset- 
tled time he foresaw the danger- 
ous future. Those days, roughly 
around ‘700 B.C., were crucial for 
Judah—with Israe) already over- 
run, Samaria taken. He spoke out 
boldly for religious and political 
reform. In a very hurricane of 
magnificent phrases he opposed 
the schemes of Egypt to make the 
nation its cat’s-paw in standing 
off Syria, yet for this course he 
was punished with great unpopu- 
larity and was called “unpatri- 
otic.” But the wisdom of his ideas 
was ultimately to triumph in the 
reforms of King Hezikiah. 

The religious experience, what 
might well be called the conver- 
sion, of Isaiah, is a vivid episode 
in the Bible. 

The prophet-statesman appeared 
on the Judean scene to serve his 
country for more than 40 years, 
saving them in desperate crises, 
as of.en from themselves as from 
enemies from without. 

Living in the Tyropoean valley, 
beiween two of whose hills Jeru- 
salem wis built, Isaiah was a 
young married man of wealthy 
connections. There was nothing 
devout or inspired about the 
young aristocrat until the day 
that his life was changed in, Sol- 
omon’s Temple. One moment he 
was there in the inner court, per- 


furctorily about some sacrifice; . 


the next instant a trance had 


seized him. In the strange state» 


in: which he found himself, he 
seemed to be alone in the uni- 
verse with his Maker and in that 
majestic aloneness the earth was 
filled with the Lord God’s blind- 
ing glory. 

Isaiah was shaking with fear. 
But one of the littl: angels of the 
seraph, 
flew down and touched his trem- 
bling lips with a burning coal, 
and the fiezy heat of it did not 
hurt but healed him. 

He heard the Voice from Eden,

Ask you 
a sign of the Lord your God: ask 
it either in depth or in the height 
above.”

* But, though Ahaz was plainly 
assured by God’s prophet, that he 
had nothing to fear he went di- 
rectly contrary to the inspired 
advice. He did pay tribute to 
Tiglath Pileser of Assyria. It was 
a fatal policy; to seek relief from 
national fear at the cost of self- 
respect, principle and eventual 
subjugation. 


Thus Isaiah was defeated by 
the human weakness for expedi- 
ency. He had to content himself 
with a large sign which he set 
up in a public place, on which 
was written, “The Spoil Speeds, 
The Prey Hastes,” and in sad 
memory he gave his second son 
that phrase for his name. 


To his own generation, and all 
ages that came after, Isaiah 
brought a wealth of spiritual 
treasure. Some of his ancient 
sayings are in the very blood- 
stream of modern phrasing. He 
again predicted the coming of the 
Christ in these words: 


“The people that walked in 
darkness have seen a. great light. 
They that dwell in the land of 
the shadow of death, upon them 
has the light shined. For unto us 
a child is born, unto us a son is 
given; and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder; and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, 
Coungellor, The Mighty God, the 
Eyerlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace.” 

And again: 


“The wolf shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie 
down with the kid, and the calf 
and the young lion and the fat- 
ling together; and a little child 
shall lead them.”

“Reduction”—A “Leading Back’? 
SIXTEENTH-CENTURY au- 
A thor wrote of a man who “To 
his brother’s house reduced 
wife”—meaning thereby that the 
man led back the wife to his 
brother’s house. This sense of the 
word “reduce” is now obsolete, 
but it is precisely how it started. 
“Reduce” is a combination of 
the prefix with “ducere,” which 
is “to lead,” thus “to lead back.” 
It held this sense into the seven- 
teenth century to an extent of 
which the following allusion by a 
religious man is an example: 
“The sheep must of necessity 
be scattered, unless the great 
Shepherd oppose, or some of his 
delegates reduce and direct us.” 
“Reduce” as “to make l€ss,” in 
the sense of reducing numbers, 
or to lower as in “reduced in 
rank,” is by no means a recent 
extension in meaning: Indeed, it 
is interesting to find that John 
Milton, a contemporary of both 
authors quoted above (the second 
of whom actually survived him by 
some years), was already using 
this word just as we do today in 
connection with reducing a foe to 
misery! So the very old and the 
still surviving sense appear side 
by side—reduce 4s “to lead back” 
and also “to diminish”!

Pretty as a Picture 


HOTOGRAPHERS say there 
P are two kinds of sitters who 

never take a good picture: 
Those who are sure they are not 
photogenic and those who are 
sure the photographer does not 
know his business. They’re both 


so jittery that they stiffen up. 


and the results are inevitably 
wooden, self-conscious, or for- 
bidding pictures. 

The secret of posing success- 
fully lies in letting yourself go. 
Whether you sit for a professional 
or a friend—relax. Remember this 
tip as the shutters click on fam- 
ily and social gatherings during 
the holidays and your likeness 
will be both prettier and more 
natural.

YOU'LL RELAX readily if you 
“walk into” a pose. Instead of 
plopping down in a chair and then 
arranging yourself, walk up to 
your perch and pivot into it in 


such a way that you are pre- 
posed. Here’s how: 

Standing five steps away and 
four steps to the right of a seat, 
start with your right foot and 
walk diagonally toward it. When 
the side of your right leg touches 
the seat, use your knees as levers 
to lower your body so that your 
thighs sit diagonally across the 
seat. 

With fluid motions performed 
simultaneously, square your 
shoulders to the camera, place 
your hands together with the 
palms up on your left thigh, and 
cross your ankles, drawing your 
feet back and in. After a few 
trial runs, you'll discover that 
your body pose has the vital 
grace that a camera man expects 
only of an experienced model. 
With a little practice, the most 
eagle-eyed onlookers will detect 
not a modicum of artifice.

Why should 
West make such a peculiar play? 
He must have known that South 
(as well as dummy) might be out 
of hearts, and by leading a third 
round he would be offering 
South a ruff-and-discard. West 
could not know that South had 
the A-K-Q of diamonds—so why 
hadn’t he feared that South 
would discard a diamond while 
ruffing on the board? 

South concluded that there 
could only be-one good reason 
for West’s play of the third heart. 
He must be trying to accpmplish 
one of two things: By putting the 
play on the table, he wanted to 
induce a trump finesse: or he 
wanted to, reduce dummy’s 
trumps so tft if South had the 
ace and king of trumps but not 
the 10-spot, it would do him no 
good to cash the top cards and 
drop West’s queen—East’s 10-x-x 
would stand up. 

Convinced that he was reading 
West’s mind accurately, South 
changed his own intention to fi- 
nesse for the spade queen—the 
“percentage play” in this situa- 
tion—and laid down the ace and 
king. His reward, obviously, was 
immediate.
